IS AN

Uneconomic and Not Consist- 


ent with Nation's Prin- 


ciples, He Declares 


Philadelphia, Sept. 26— Proposals 


for government ownership of 
rail- 


roads and other public utilities were 
denounced here last night by Presi- 
dent Coolidge.us "uneconomic" and 
"encroachments upon our rights." 


Speaking at exercises commemorat- 


ing the 
16th, anniversary of 
the 


meeting of the 
First 
I'ontinental 


Congress, Mr. Coolidge also renewed 
his assault on suggestions to limit 
tbe power of the Supreme Court and 
urge that the people resist encroach- 
ment upon their rights and liberties 
guaranteed by the Constitution. 


"If we wish to maintain what our 


fathers here established," he declar- 
ed, "we shall do well to leave 
the 


people in the ownership of their pro. 
petty, in control of their government 
and under the protection of 
their 


courts." 


It is difficult, the President said, 


referring to government 
ownership 


Of railroads, "to reconcile the Ameri- 
can ideal of a sovereign people cap- 
able of owning and managing their 
own government with an ability to 
own and manage their own business." 


Furthermore, he declared, it would 


mean a loss in public revenue esti- 
mated at $600,000,000 a year .with a 
resultant 
increase in the 
tax on 


farmers of from THREE TO FORTY 
per cent. 


Early History 


Mr. Coolidge devoted most of 
his 


address to a discussion of early his- 
tory of this country and the birth ol 
the Constitution after the organiza- 
tion of the First Continental Con- 
gress. 


Referring to the deliberations of 


this Congress, the President assert- 
ed that, "if we could better under- 
stand what they said and did to es- 
tablish our 
free 'Institutions, we 


should be less likely to be misled by 
the misrepresentations and distorte< 
arguments of the hour and be far 
better equipped to maintain them." 


He drew a lesson from the declar- 


ations of Congress as showing1 the 
"superiority of moderation and can 
dor over violence and deceit in seek 
ing a solution of 
difficult 
public 


questions." 


The 
Constitution, Mr. 
Coolidge 


pointed out, is a device for maintain- 
ing in perpetuity the rights of the 
people, with the ultimate extinction 
of all privileged classes." 


"I have mentioned the desirabili- 


ty," he continued, "for the. people to 
keep control of their own government 
and their own property because I be- 
lieve that is one of the 
American 


ideal* of public welfare in harmony 
with tho efforts of the first Contin- 
ental Congress. They object to small 
Infractions, 
which would 
destroy 


great principles of liberty. 
Unless 


we can maintain the integrity of the 
courts where the individual can se- 
cure his rights, any kind of tyranny 
may follow. 
If the people lose con- 


trol of the arteries of trade and the 
natural sources of mechanical pow- 
er, the nationalization of all indus- 
try could soon 
be expected. Our 


forefathers were alert to resist all 
encroachments upon their rights. If 
we wish to maintain our rights we 
can do no less. Through the break- 


, ing down of the power of the courts 


lies an easy way to the confiscation 
of the property and the destruction 
of the liberty of the individual. With 
railways and electrical utilities un- 
der political control the domination 
of a group would be so firmly in- 
trenched in the whole direction of 
our government that the privilege of 
citizenship for the rest of the peo- 
ple would consist largely in the pay- 
ment of taxes. The fathers sought 
to escape from any such condition, 
through trp guarantees of our Con- 
stitution. They put their faith in a 
free republic. 
If we wish to main- 


tain what they established, we shall 
do well to leave the people in 
the 


ownership of tl|-ir property. In con- 
trol of their government and under* 
the protection of-their court*. By a 
resolute determination to resist all 
these encroachments we can best 
shew our reverence and -appreciation 
for the men and the work of the first 
Continental Congress." 


Pint Congme Aim 


Declaring It significant that the 


First Congress "resulted from the 
volurAary effort on the part of the 
people to redress their own griev- 
ances and remedy their own wrong*." 
Mr. Coolidge warned that "we pay 
too little attention to the 
reserve 


power of the people to take care of 
themselves; we are too solicitou* for 
government intervention." 


"Rveryone konws," he tdded, "that 


oar economic problems are very far 
from being solved, but w* are making 
constant progress, both in the field 
of production and distribution. When 
certain abuse* arose, we adopted a 
policy of government regulation and 
control. I hare no doubt that some 
action of that kind was necessary 
and of court* *och a policy would be 
continued. But It has not been nor

"And Whereas, this matter has 
been b'rought to our attention by tho 
Bank Examiner, Mr. Gilbert Seming-

deputy Bank Examiner, by bis re- 
port, which is as follows: 


"Your Examiner 
feels 
in 
duty 


bound to call attention to the in- 
adequate protection of the import- 
ant records and against fire hazard, 
the vaults, excepting the one of the 
County Auditor, being 
too 
small, 


poorly constructed and inadequate, 
and not of sufficient space to admit 
of a proper sy«.tem bf filing, fat 
ready reference, a condition which 
is getting more serious from day to 
day and which must be met, sooner 
or later. The building itself is en-

IS AN ENCROACHMENT 


Uneconomic and Not Consist 
ent with Nation’s Prin­ 
ciples, He Declares 


Philadelphia, Sept. 20.—Proposals 
for government ownership of rail­ 
roads and other public utvHties were 
denounced here last night by Presi­ 
dent Coolidge as “uneconomic" and 
“encroachments upon our rights.” 
Speaking at exercises commemorat­ 
ing the IBth, anniversary of the 
meeting of the First (Continental 
Congress, .Mr. C°oii<Ise also renewed 
his assault on suggestions to limit 
the power of the Supreme Court and 
urge that the people resist encroach­ 
ment upon their rights and libcrUes 
guaranteed by the Constitution. 
“If we wish to maintain what our 
fathers here established,” he declar­ 
ed, “we shall do well to leave the 
people in the ownership of their pro. 
perty, in control of their government 
and under the protection of their 
courts.” 
It is difficult, the President said, 
referring to government ownership 
of railroads, “to reconcile the Ameri­ 
can ideal of a sovereign people cap­ 
able of owning and managing their 
own government with an ability to 
own and manage their own business.” 
Furthermore, he declared, it would 
mean a loss in public revenue esti­ 
mated at $600,000,000 a year .with a 
resultant increase in the tax on 
farmers of from THREE TO FORTY 
per cent. 
Early Hiatory 
Mr. Coolidge devoted most of his 
address to a discussion of early his­ 
tory of this country and the birth of 
the Constitution after the organiza­ 
tion of the First Continental Con 
gress. 
Referring to the deliberations of 
this Congress, the President assert­ 
ed that, “if we could better under­ 
stand what they said and did to es­ 
tablish our free institutions, we 
should be less likely to be misled by 
the misrepresentations and distorted 
arguments of the hour and be far 
better equipped to maintain them.” 
He drew a lesson from the declar­ 
ations of Congress as showrng the 
“superiority of moderation and can­ 
dor over violence and deceit in seek­ 
ing a solution of difficult public 
questions." 
The Constitution, Mr. Coolidge 
pointed out, is a device for maintain­ 
ing in perpetuity the rights of the 
people^ with the ultimate extinction 
of all privileged classes.” 
“I have mentioned the desirabili 
ty,” he continued, “for the people to 
keep control of their own government 
and their own property because I be­ 
lieve that is one of the American 
ideals of public welfare in harmony 
with the efforts of the first Contin­ 
ental Congress. They object to small 
infractions, which would 
destroy 
great principles of liberty. Unless 
we can maintain the integrity of the 
courts where the individual can se 
cure his rights, any kind of tyranny 
may follow. If the people lose con­ 
trol of the arteries of trade and the 
natural sources of mechanical pow­ 
er, the nationalization of all indus­ 
try could soon be expected. Our 
forefathers were alert to resist all 
encroachments upon their rights. If 
we wish to maintain our rights we 
can do no less. Through the break­ 
ing down of the power of the courts 
lies an easy way to the confiscation 
of the property and the destruction 
of the liberty of the individual. With 
railways and electrical utilities un­ 
der political control the domination 
of a group would be so firmly in­ 
trenched in the whole direction of 
our government that the privilege of 
citizenship lor the rest of the peo­ 
ple would consist largely in the pay­ 
ment of taxes. The fathers sought 
to escape from any such condition, 
through 
guarantees of our Con­ 
stitution. They put their faith in a 
free republic. If we wish to main­ 
tain what they established, we shall 
do well to leave the people in the 
ownership of tljiir property, in con­ 
trol of their government and under' 
the protection of their courts. By a 
resolute determination to resist all 
these encroachments we can best 
show our reverence and Appreciation 
for the men and the work of the first 
Continental Congress.” 
First Congress Aim 
Declaring it significant that the 
First Congress "resulted from the 
volur/ary effort on the part of the 
people to redress their own griev­ 
ances and remedy their own wrongs,” 
Mr. Coolidge warned that “we pay 
too little attention to the reserve 
power of the people to take care of 
themselves; we are too solicitous for 
government intervention.” 
“Everyone konws,” he added, “that 
our economic problems are very far 
from being solved, but we are making 
constant progress, both in the field 
of ])roduction and distribution. When 
certain abuses arose, we adopted a 
policy of government regulation and 
control. I have no doubt that some 
action of that kind was necessary 
and of course such a policy would be 
continued. But it has not been nor

Coolidge has turned over to Attor­ 
ney-General Stone for investigation 
the charges of the Law Enforcement 
League of Philadelphia that there is 
"political corruption all down the 
line in Pennsylvania by federal of­ 
fice holders.” 
The charges were made in a mes­ 
sage to the President by William R. 
Nicholson, Jr., secretary of the Lea­ 
gue, in which the President was 
asked to intervene in the controver- 
sey between Mayor Kendrick and his 
Director of Public Safety, Brigadier- 
General Smedley D. Butler. 
Mr. Coolidge has given no indica­ 
tion that he will intervene in this 
controversey. 
The charges made by the League, 
however, were given consideration 
today, and placed in the hands of 
the Department of Justice with an 
accompanying letter. 
Attorney-General Stone immedi­ 
ately telegraphed William R. Nichol­ 
son Jr; asking that responsible of­ 
ficers of the League confer with him 
relative to charges made by Mr. 
Nicholson. 
Mr. Stone announced that he was 
making a. thorough investigation of 
the complaint and is .prepared ^“to 
take such appropriate action as 'the 
facts may warrant.” Meanwhile he 
added, he is awaiting the conference, 
with the officers of the ^eague.

T. R. Roosevelt 
Quits Place in 
Navy Department 
Washington, Sept. 26.—(By the A. 
P.)—Theodore Roosevelt, who was 
nominated yesterday as the Republi­ 
can nominee for Gdvernor of New 
York, called on President Coolidge 
this morning and formally presented 
his resignation as assistant secre­ 
tary of the navy, which was accepted 
by the President. 


A. G. Sorlie, Nonpartisan League- 
Republican candidate for Governor in 
North Dakota, was assailed as a 
“trimmer” by Marner Cook of James­ 
town and O. A. Hall of Fargo, here 
with petitions placing Wiliium Lem­ 
ke in nomination for Governor. Their 
opposition, and that of other Non­ 
partisans in the recent Jamestown 
conference, would continue, regard­ 
less of the actions of Lemke, they in­ 
dicated. 
"The Jamestown conference was 
just an expression of sentiment that 
has been felt in the League for two 
months,” said Cook. “It just needed 
someone to take action.” 
Three major objections to Sorlie 
arc given by the anti-Sorlie group in 
the Nonpartisan League camp. They 
are:He has “trimmed” on the LaFol­ 
lette issue and hurt his campaign 
rather than helped it. 
He has failed to take a stand on 
the Ku Klux Klan question. 
He has failed to step forward as a 
leader and settle differences in Lea­ 
gue conferences, but has “ducked” 
when he should have been leading. 
LaFollette Issue 
“The principal thing against Sor­ 
lie that started the Jamestown meet­ 
ing," Cook said, “was that he didn’t 
act square on the LaFollette is.sue. 
He did give a statement saying that 
since the LaFollette electors were 
taken out of the Republican column 
he could take a stand on national is­ 
sues and be for LuFollette. The 
electors were not withdrawn. That 
was a weak statement from a man 
who is a candidate for Governor.” 
Asked if the purpose of the James­ 
town conference was to drive Sorlie 
more into the open for LuFollette, he 
said: 
“Whether that was the purpose or 
not that is the effect of it.” 
He enumerated other objections to 
Sorlie, however, in which 0. A. Hall 
concurred. 
“Sorlie was, you might say, put 
over by the turn of the vote in Grand 
Forks county,” said Cook. “The Ku 
Klux Klan isn’t so big in this state 
but is big in Sortie’s own county and 
he ought to take a stand on it." 
“Yes,” added 0. A. Hall, “candi­ 
dates for president are taking a 
stand against the Klan and a candi­ 
date for Governor ought tc.”

Voters of Burleigh county will on 
November 4 cast their ballots on the 
question of building a new $300,000 
courthouse. 
The county commissioners, 
in 
meeting here adopted a resolution 
putting the question of whether or 
not builds .shall be i.ssued for the 
purpose 
of constructing a new 
courthouse and jail. 
The resolution recites that the 
deputy hank examiner has called at­ 
tention to inadequate protection of 
important records against fire, in 
the present courthouse. 
The main part of the Burleigh 
County Courthouse is one of the 
oldest buildings in the city. Two 
wings were added to it. The reso­ 
lution of the board of county com­ 
missioners is as follows 
“Whereas, many citizens have ex­ 
pressed a desire to have the question 
of building and constructing a new 
court house and jail submitted to 
the people of Burleigh county by a 
popular vate at the coming regular 
general election, 
“And Whereas, this matter has 
been brought to our attention 6y the 
Bank Examiner, Mr. Gilbert Seming- 
son, and 
Mr. 
Herman Schaffer, 
deputy Bunk Examiner, by hia re­ 
port, which is as follows: 
“Your Examiner feels in duty 
bound to call attention to the in­ 
adequate protection of the import­ 
ant records and against fire hazard, 
the vaults, excepting the one of the 
County Auditor, being too small, 
poorly constructed and inadequate, 
and not of sufficient space to admit 
of a proper system bf filing, for 
ready reference, a condition which 
is getting more serious from day to 
day and which must be met, sooner 
or later. The building itself is en­ 
tirely too small, poorly constructed, 
out of date, poorly lighted and ven­ 
tilated, and seemingly not fit for 
human occupancy, from a sanitary 
standpoint, to say nothing of tha 
comfort of the Public, or expedit­ 
ing the transaction of business with 
them, owing to the lack of county 
and lobby space.’ ’’ 
“And Whereas, this Board con­ 
siders the present court house and 
jail inadequate for the needs of the 
business of Burleigh County, 
and 
unsafe and unsanitary, and that it 
is for the best interests 
of the 
county to issue bonds to aid in such 
construction, which expenditure will 
be greater than can be provided by 
the annual tax levy. 
Therefore, be it resolved, that tha 
question of construction of a new 
court house and jail be submitted 
to a vote of the county at the com­ 
ing general election, and that they 
give notices thereof, as provided by 
law. The notice to specify the 
amount to be raised and the precise 
purpose for which it is to be ex­ 
pended, the question submitted to 
the people to be as follows: 
“Whether or not a court house and 
jail shall be constructed; at the sum 
of $300,000 be raised by the issuing 
of bonds for that purpose; bonds to 
run for 10 years, at a rate of in­ 
terest not to exceed 5 per cent per 
annum; and a tax to be levied for 
10 years to pay said bonds and in­ 
terest in addition to the usual taxes 
required to be levied; the amount of 
taxes to be $30,000 per year, but not 
to exceed 3 mills on the (lollar on 
the assessed valuation of the county 
in any one year.”

The real fact is th at in a republic 
like ours the people arc government 
and if they cannot .secure perfection 
ill their own cconoinie life it is alto­ 
gether improbable that the govern­ 
ment can secure it for 
them. 
The 
same hum an nature which "presided 
over private enterprise must be em ­ 
ployed for public action. 
• Some Are Success 
“No doubt there are cerluia muni­ 
cipalities where sonic public utilities 
have been managed through public 
ownership with a creditable success. 
But this is very different 
from a 
proposal that the national 
govern­ 
ment should take over railroads and 
other public utilities. 
What a strain 
this would be to our economic sys­ 
tem will be rfealized when it is re­ 
membered th at public 
commissions 
set the value of 
such 
utilities at 
about $35,000,(H)U,0IIU and th at they 
have about 2,750,000 employes. 
Such 
an undertaking would 
mpan 
about 
$1,750,000,000 annually in bond in ter­ 
est and an operating budget estim at­ 
ed at about $9,000,000,000. These u ti­ 
lities are no longer in the hands of a 
few, directly or indirectly. They are 
owned by scores of millions of our 
inhabitants. J t would moan a loss in 
public tevenue estimated at $600,000,­ 
000 a year and while in 
industrial 
states it might not increase_the tax 
on the farm er more than 
tn ree or 
four per cent, in many agricultural 
counties it would run as 
high 
as 
forty 
per 
cent. 
When 
we 
re­ 
call 
the 
appalling 
loss 
and 
the 
difficulty 
in 
the 
management 
of $3,500,000,000 worth of ships, we 
should undoubtedly hesitate 
about 
taking on ten times th at value 
in 
public utilities. 
But there is no oc­ 
casion. to discuss the details of pub­ 
lic ownership. 
“The 
government of 
the 
United 
States is a devise for m aintaining in 
perpetuity the rights of the people 
with the ultimate extinction of all 
privileged classes. 
It is a Constitu­ 
tion which is the product of human 
experience with all its toil and suf­ 
fering, its 
bioodshcd and 
devasta­ 
tion, its bppression and tyranny, but 
likewise with all its wisdom, its love 
of liberty and its determination to 
follow the truth. 
The first Contin­ 
ental Congress met to redress griev­ 
ances which were the result of gov­ 
ernm ent action. 
The Revolution was 
fought to resist 
those same 
griev­ 
ances. 
And finally, the Constitution 
was adopted to prevent similar im- 
poaitions from ever again being' in- 
Bicted upon the people. 
“They are all in th at precious do­ 
cument, these priceless 
guarantees. 
The people do not propose again to 
en tru s t th eir government to others, 
b ut to retain it under their own con­ 
trol. 
No one can tax them or even 
propose a tax upon them save them ­ 
selves and th eir own representatives. 
Inatead of encroaching 
upon 
local 
aseetablies, it guarantees each state 
a Republican form of government. It 
regulktas suspension of the w rit of 
habeas corpus. 
It protects the home 
froac th e uninvited intrusion of the 
militHy force of the government. I t 
guard\ the rig h t of Jury trial and 
underthkes to make judicial officers 


independent, impartial and free from 
every motive to follow any influence 
save th at of the evidence, the law and 
truth. 
These are reprc.'vnt.'ftive of 
the great body 
of our 
liberties, of 
which the 
Constitution is the 
sole 
source and guarantee. 
Limited I’owers 
"Ours, as you know, is a govern­ 
ment of limited powers. 
The Con­ 
stitution confers the authority for 
certain actions upon the President 
and the Congress and explicitly pro­ 
hibits them from 
taking other 
ac­ 
tions. 
This is done to protect 
the 
rights and liberties of the 
people. 
The government is limited, only the 
people are absolute. 
Whenever the 
legislative or executive power 
un­ 
dertakes to oycrslcji the bounds of 
its limitations, any person who is in­ 
jured may resort to the courts for 
protection and renied.v. 
Wo do not 
submit the precious rights of 
the 
people lo u hazard of a 
prejudiced 
and irresponsible political determ in­ 
ation, but preserve and protect them 
by an independent and impartial ju ­ 
dicial determination. 
We do not ex­ 
pose the rights of the weak to the 
danger of being overcome in 
the 
public forum by popular uproar, but 
protect them ia the sanctity of the 
court where the still, 
small 
voice 
will not fail to be heard. 
Any a t­ 
tempt to change this method of pro­ 
cedure is an attem pt to put the peo-

ments have been w rought by adher­ 
ence to its policies of 
reason 
and 
restraint, accompanied by 
finnncsS 
and determination. 
We are not like­ 
ly to desert th at 
course of 
action 
now. 
“The case which the Congress s ta t­ 
ed was unanswerable, one 
side or 
the other m ust give way or maintain 
its position by force of arms. 
That 
conflict for which the Congress had 
laid the logical foundation was not 
long |n beginning. 
Liberty 
never 
won a more 
substantial 
and 
far- 
reaching victory than th at which re­ 
sulted from our Revolutionary war. 
It establisl)cd the American nation, 
with all th at it has since meant in 
the accomplishments of the world and 
all that it holds of future promise. 
A form of government was organiz­ 
ed in harmony with w hat 
Franklin 
had proposed a t Albany in 1754. But 
the Constitution was not adopted un­ 
til various experiments with unwork­ 
able systems showed some such ac­ 
tion necessary.

They are America’s 
ambassadors in 'Russia, destined 
in my opinion, to wield a more 
profound influence over Russian 
social and literary life than any 
official American that has ever 
been 
sent from Washington 
to 
Pctrograd. 
It is easy enough to guess who 
one of these autliars is. Jack L/on- 
<ion has alway.s been a favorite in 
Russia. 
He still is, though not as 
much as he was in the day when 
1 attended school in a Russian 
village. 
The school children do 
not read him as much as they once 
did. 
It is easier still to surmise who 
another one is. 
It is as natural 
for the Russian to take to Upton 
Sinclair as it is for the American 
to take to Gene Stratton-Porter. 
Both strike at a responsive chord 
in national character. 
It is a 
backward Russian proletarian who 
has not read and grown excited 
over Jimmie Higgins and “Tliu 
Jungle.” 
In my recent wander­ 
ings in European Russia whenever 
I call»d upon editors of provincial 
journals one of tire questions 1 was 
always sure of being asked was 
whether I knew Upton Sinclair. 
Communists took it for granted 
that he was a member of the par­ 
ty. 
They talked of him as "our 
Sinclair.” 
It it is easy to understand the 
appeal 
that 
Jack 
London 
and 
Upton Sinclair make to the pres­ 
ent-day Russian reading public, it 
is quite baffling to explain the re­ 
markable 
vogue 
of 
O. 
Henry. 
What is there in him that can stir 
a revolutionary people? What in­ 
spiration can the apostles of the 
so-called 
proletarian culture or 
the Russian masses draw from 
him? He has no message for the 
revolutionary populace. 
iNot one 
of his stories has the flamboyant 
class appeal that tile tamest of 
London's or Sinclair's tales pos­ 
sess. 
True, he has written of common 
folk burdened with packs of every­ 
day worries and troubles. 
But so 
has Cheklioff, so has Gorky, so 
has many another illustrious Rus- 
elan writer. 
And Gorky is ever i 
the passionate rebel. And Chekhoff, 
too, manages to squeeze a goodly 
portion of biting dissent into his 
pages. But O. Henry at best only 
ripples with good-humored protest. 
Yet Gorky and Chekhoff are pushed 
into the tockground and O. Henry 
is elevated to a high pedestal . . . 
The 
most surprising 
literary 
phenomenon in Russia Is not the 
popularity of O. Henry or Sinclair 
or London, but of an American au­ 
thor who has not the slightest af­ 
finity with any of these men. and 
who has not the faintest trace of 
a 
message 
of 
social 
protest. 
Edgar Rice Burroughs is the rage 
from one end of the country to the 
other. 
Anybody who reads any­ 
thing reads the Tarzan stories — 
soldiers, 
proletarians, 
peasants, 
intellectuals. 
State 
and 
private 
publishing 
houses 
are 
keeping 
their presses hot churning out edi­ 
tion after edition of the Tarzan 
tales, which are hnatched up as 
soon as they are placed on the 
market. 
While on a train once from Mos­ 
cow 'to Nizhny-Novgorod, I be­ 
came acquainted with a salesman 
from one of the leading private 
publishing houses who was on his 
way to the big fair to sell 'Imoks. 
He unpacked his case and showed 
me his “siAnples,'’ quite an assort­ 
ment of publications on engineer­ 
ing, hygiene, agriculture, chemis­ 
try, 
social problems; and then 
pointing to a copy of Tarzan of the 
Apes, he said; 
'‘I’ll sell more of 
this than of all the others put to­ 
gether.’’ 
I have not the least 
doubt but he did.

So does 
falling water, rushing back to its source, the sea,

least resistance. 
In other words, man inclines to the easiest way. 


While it is natural for man to follow the easiest way, 
his progress comes by taking the more difficult roads or 
paths. 
Progress is not unnatural. 
But nature makes us 
pay the price. 
We never get anywhere by following the easiest way. 
It is easier to sleep on the ground, exposed to the weath­ 
er. But man, beginning with his first crude huts, on to the, 
luxurious skyscraper apartment house of the modem city, 
has taken the more difficult way—^knowing that effort’s re­ 
ward as worth its price. The comfortable home is well worth 
the energy expended in getting it and in maintaining it. 


Work is not the pleasantest thing in the world, despite 
the Big Talk of the platitudes—most of which are written 
by lazy dawdlers. 
The philosopher who urges mankind to 
toil is rarely-energetic himself. 
But that does not lessen 
the truth anif wisdom of his teachings. 
Work is not the most enjoyable way of putting in our 
time. It certainly is not the easiest way—the path of least 
resistance. 
Yet we all know that work is what moves us 
ahead—brings us our necessities and comforts. 
Men are resigned to their lot and are not following the 
line of least resistance—when they work at their daily tasks. 
But when work is over and man relaxes, he slips into 
the easiest way. 
Particularly in his reading matter. 
He drifts through 
the entertaining, recreational news—scandal, crime, the un­ 
usual. These are the easiest ways—requiring no brain effort. 
To(^bad, that political news and speeches require thought 
and, accordingly, get little of the attention they deserve. 
Yet if people every four years gave a bit more thought to 
national politics, it might lead to easier ways in their job of 
making a living. 
It’s a mistake to kid national politics. Admittedly a dry 
subject, it is really a prizefight in which prices and living 
conditions are to large extent determined for the coming 
four years.

SOME KITCHEN HINTS

Keeping the pantry and kitchen 


n sanitary condition was another 
iroblem Mollic Jones took upon her- 
self when the hygiene course was 
started at her school.
